Not Yet Known Whether Edict 


Will Be Obeyed by Wis- 


consin Explorer

New York — Simultaneously with 


the announcement from Pekm that it 
was believed by Roy Chapman Aiv- 
drews, formerly of Beloit, Wis., there 
has been found in Mongolia traces of 
"the earliest type of man In his devel- 
opment from the ape" comes the an- 
nouncement that Mr. Andrews and his 
expedition, working under the aus- 
i pices of the American Museum of Nat- 


ural History, have been ordered by 
the Mongolian government to cease 
•their exploration work and depart 
from Mongolia. 


Whether Mr. Andrews will obey the 


edict is not yet known. Alleged politi- 
cal propaganda is stirring up the 
Mongolians against "the Red Bolshe- 
vists" and the making of topographi- 
cal observations were given as the 
reason for the government at Urga 
desiring the Americans to leave. 


Mr. Andrews at present is in Pe- 


king. -On his arrival m the Chinese 
capita! he reported that his expedition 
among the Sand Dunes of Gobi desert, 


Jwhere onc<\jwgjreat Jak^ex'sted, "£*d 
"found weapons and other implements 


of a race that -wandered ' the region 
many centuries 
ago—probably 
the 


earliest type of mandkind yet discov- 
ered. He called the race "the dune 
dwellers of Shabarack IJssu-' giving it 
the name of the region where the 
traces of its prior existence were un- 
earthed. 


Additional rare discoveries made by 


the expedition, Mr. Andrews said, in- 
cluded traces of other primitive hu- 
mans, skeletons of two men of the 
post stone age: 'numerous dinosaur 
eggs—some large and some small— 
and the skulls of animal type which 
the explorer-scientists believe illus- 
trated the evolution of animal life 
from the reptile to the mammal stage. 


Of the "dune swcllers" Mr. Andrews 


said: 


"In these we believe we have found 


the earliest type of man in his devel- 
opment from the ape. 


"There was evidence of the traces 


uncovered by the American expedi- 
tion," Mr. Andrews - said, "that the 
'Dune Dwellers' lived in a basin 
among the sand dunesf where once 
was the shore line of a lake. An abun- 
dance of flint and jasper implimcnts 
and weapons and the remains of fire 
places were discovered, together with 
charred animal bones and layers of 
ashes. 
"No human bones were found. It 


was the opinion of Mr. Andrews that 
the discoveries constituted an indica)- 
tion of a primitive culture that went 
from Europe to Asia."

the war debt of Belgium on a basis 
hat will give scant comfort to France 
or Italy. The principal must be paid 
.n full. The leniency with respect to 
interest cancellation does not apply 
beyond Belgium and a special reason 
'or the concession was advanced by 
he United States, namely the promise 
made by the late President Wilson. 
Belgium now can go ahead and make 
arrangements for her $100,000.000 loan 
which she has been negotiating with 
private bankers. She probably will get 
a 5 per cent interest rate which , is 
considered very favorable and would 
not have been possible uriless Belgium 
had settled her war debt with the 
United States. 


Belgium really had to accept the 


American terms. If she had not, she 
wouldn't have gotten her^loan.

TAX REDUCTION PROGRAM 


Reports from Washington and Ply- 


mouth. Vermont, where a conference was 
held between President Coolidge. Secre- 
tary Mellon and Senator Smoot. chairman 
of the Senate Finance committee, indicate 
that a definite understanding has been 
reached on what will be known as the 
administration measure for a third reduc- 
tion of federal income taxes. In tho first 
place, maximum surtaxes are to be re- 
duced from 40 per cent to at least 20 and 
possibly 15 per cent. The facts and rec- 
ords of the treasury department conclu- 
sively prove that the high surtaxes have 
driven capital out of productive channels, 
have been a repressive burden on indus- 
try" and prosperity and have yielded less 
revenue than did lower rates. Even Sen- 
ator Couzens, who was formerly at logger- 
heads with Mr. Mellon, sees the truth now 
and is in favor of the lowered surtax. 
Only a complete disregard of facts, eco-

. cialistic prejudices, can prevent the enact- 


ment of this important feature of the new 
revenue bill. 


In addition to reduction of surtaxes 


there'is to be a substantial lowering of 
normal rates. The conferees seem to fav- 
or a reduction of the normal rate from two 
.to one per cent on incomes of $4,000 and 
under; from four to three per cent on in- 
comes between $4000 and $8000. and 
from six to five per cent on incomes over 
that amount. These rates are on person- 
al Incomes. There has as yet been no an- 
nouncement of a plan to reduce corpora- 
tion taxes. It is also planned to abolish 
most of the remaining nuisance and lux- 
ury taxes.

duction in federal taxation is as apparent 
as its benefits. It is "made possible by 
rigid economy and a large surplus. Of all 
the public and private institutions, the 
government at Washington, under the 
guidance of Mr. Coolidge, has taken ihe 
largest step toward pre-war financial'sta- 
bility.

BEYOND DEATH 


*" It is given to most of us. if we would, 
to think of our earthly influence beyond 
our death. How many of us do ? 


Three ^hundred years ago Sir Christo- 


pher AVren designed and built St. Paul's 
cathedral in London, and forever after 
it has been connected with, his name as 
the perfect monument to a great architect. 
But today the errors of Christopher "Wren 
are coming, to use the old phrase, "home 
•to roost.'' 


AVren had been commissioned to build 


the cathedral after the destruction of its 
predecessor in the fire of London. He 
swung the axis so that the eight pillars 
under the heavy dome would all rest 
equally on new ground instead of the 
pressed earth which had supported the old 
cathedral's pillars; but he miscalculated 
and left one pillar on strong ground. He 
intended to rest the dome partially on four 
great extra bastions but in the middle of 
construction he feared the bastions would 
stand and the pillars sink: so he took the 
'burden off them, and left' them standing 
with no vertical load ^whatever, while the 
dome pushed the pillars—all but the one 
on which he had made his miscalculation 
—into the ground. 
Unfortunately he 


seems also to have used inferior material 
in the pillars. 


Now three centuries later, these mis- 


takes are all too obvious; the great dome 
has twisted half a foot: England is des- 
perately seeking means of making it safe' 
and bolstering it up without adding fur- 
ther jperils: and 
Christopher AVren's 


"monument" is slowly and painfully tell- 
ing the truth about him. 


Most of us carry no such responsibili- 


ty as the famous architect's. 
But we 


build in our children, in the integrity of 
our business, in the quality of our citizen- 
ship. 
AVe plant character in future life: 


forests for future generations: freedom 
from debts for the future nation; peace or 
war for the future world.

cent/ meeting of the Wisconsin fox 
breeder's Dr. F. B. Hadley of the state 
college of agriculture, reported that 
during the year ending June 15, 1925 
exactly 75 specimens taken from foxes 
had been sent to that Institution for 
diagnosis. 


These specimens came from 23,dif- 


ferent ranches. 
All were carefully 


studied to detect the nature of the dis- 
ease and to 'secure information upon 
which preventive, control, and thera- 
pe,utiC; measures could be..based. ^,. 
•VThe disease most frequently r diag- 
nosed was of animal parasitic origin. 
Next in order of frequency came the 
affection responsible for death of fox 
pups just prior to and shortly after 
birth. 


STUDY POISONING 


Poisonings, of various kinds, espe- 


cially those due to ingestion of irritat- 
ing substances like arsenic and lead, 
and those due to poisons developed in 
spoiled feed, particularly meats, came 
next. Then came digestive disturbanc- 
es of a wide variety, followed by dis- 
turbances of the' respiratory system"* 
such as pneumonia. A number of spec- 
imens reached the laboratory in such 
a decomposed state that a satisfactory 
examination was impossible. 


The diease that was studied more 


exhaustively than any other 
is the 


one responsible for the death of fetal 
and newborn fox pups. The solution 
of this problem was undertaken at 
the suggestion of several different fox 
breeders who believe that foxes are 
subject to a form of abortion similar 
to infectious abortion of cnttle. They 
expressed the opinion that this affec- 
tion is a menace to the industry both 
in this country and Canada.
